to Doug Gabrielson, plant 
manager. 

He told the board the project 
would be done in phases, the 
Griffen home is slated to be 
razed in 1992 with the other 
buildings gone a few years later.

With those conditions agreed 
upon, the board then approved 
the site plan and quickly ap- 
proved the rezoning of the for- 
mer A & W property to be in- 
cluded within the Planned 
Idustrial Development area. 

In other action, the planners 
took a look at some proposed 
working guidelines they had 
asked for when considering 
requests to determine con- 
ditional use for two-family 
dwellings in a R-2 residential 
district. 

City Management had come 
up with~six guidelines for con- 
sideration by the planners who 
then discussed each before ap- 
proving them. 

The guidelines were asked by 
the planners after two requests 
for conditional use permits came 
into the planning board last 
month.. Those requests were 
withdrawn until the planners 
could work up the guidelines. 

The guidelines will require 
the homeowner to control and 


- own both units, maintain a 


single-family residence in ap- 
pearance, provide parking for 
two cars per unit, and the use 
must be in harmony with the 
existing neighborhood. 

The applicant must. also 
provide a floor plan and a site 
plan showing the present. use 
and the proposed use of each 
room within the structure.

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CANDIES 


“Today I am traveling down. 


that long road of memory to 
candy making as a child and I 
recall that Mother nearly always 
wanted to do it herself, and I 
. wondered why. Now I know! 


Candy making is tricky. Ask ~ 
anyone who, in the old days, - 
made it without a candy ther-- 


mometer. It never seemed to 
come out twice the same way. I 
recently asked a number of 
‘friends who are about my age 
and some a little younger, 
{almost everyone seems to be a 


little younger now-a-days) about .. 


candy making in their youth. 
They all agreed that it was one 
of the fun things to do when 
Mother and Dad were not at 
home; we had to prove that we 
could make it. We grew up in an 
era of innocence and did not 
think to try smoking yet; we 
made candy. 

My questions about candy 
making all had the same kind of 
answers, accompanied by lots of 
giggles, the candy never seemed 
to come out right. My friend 
Anne recalled making divinity, 
with nothing divine about the 
results. It used up her Mother's 
precious sugar and really 
messed up the kitchen. Then I 
remembered the time that my 
sister Margaret and a girl] friend 
decided to make sea foam candy 
at Aunt Lulu’s apartment when 
they were visiting her in 
Detroit. The sea foam just would 
not form into candies, I do not 
suppose we cooked it long 
enough (we just couldn't wait.) 
We really tried to repair the 
damages to Aunt Lulu's kitchen 
before she came home. As you 
see many of these tries ended in 
an anxious giggling disaster. 

I very seldom hear about our 
kids making candy anymore; 
they do not know what they are 
missing! The candy ther- 
mometer has taken all of the 
thrill and anxiety out of it. When 
I looked up recipes in my old 
books, the directions said to cook 
the syrup until a thread forms or 
to the soft or hard ball stage. I 
am sure that the ingredients are 
right so I will try a recipe using 
the thermometer. Here is the 
chart on my candy thermometer. 
With it you can make any recipe 
from the old books. A good 
thermometer registers both 
centigrade and fahrenheit 
degrees.

FUDGE ; 

This is avery large recipe, 


‘though it is just the right size if! 
‘you make up boxes of candies for ‘ 


Christmas presents. This is a no- 
fail recipe, you do not even need 


to use a thermometer. I brought 


a few pieces home with me and 
relish a piece occasionally with a 
glass of milk. It is a deliciously 
rich candy that keeps very well: 
in the refrigerator. I silently 
thank you, Deni, every time I en- 
joy one of those delicious mor- 
sels. Deni says that she will add 
pieces of maraschino cherries to 
her Christmas recipe. 

First you put together the 
chocolate mixture like this: 

2 cups semi-sweet chocolate bits 
3 40z. German chocolate bars 

(broken up) 

1 70z. jar Marshmallow Creme 
2 cups chopped walnuts or 
pecans. (Deni likes the whole 
nutmeats and chops them her- 
self for a better grade of nut 
meats.) 

Set aside. 

Then mix in a large heavy, 

saucepan: 

4/2 cupssugar . 

2 tablespoons butter 

1 can (12 oz.) evaporated milk 

Stir to a rolling boil and then 
boil for exactly 6 minutes, 
stirring occasionally and keep it 
boiling. 

Remove from stove and add to 
the chocolate mixture with 2 
teaspoons vanilla and stir until 
creamy and a}l chocolate is 
melted, 

Pour into a 10 in. by 13 in. pan 
to cool. 

This makes thick pieces of 
fudge. If you prefer thinner 
pieces use a jelly roll pan. 
Lightly butter the pans. 


And last but not least is a 
recipe you will not even need to 
cook. I am not sure rather to call 
them cookies or candies, 
however they are lovely to look 
at and very delicious. 

FRUIT BALLS 
3 cups finely crushed vanilla 
wafers 
1 cup confectioners’ sugar 
1 cup chopped toasted pecans 
Ve cup diced candied fruit 
Ys cup cocoa 
1/2 cup orange juice 
2 cup confectioners’ sugar 
2 tablespoons cocoa 

In a bowl, mix crushed 
cookies, 1 c. sugar (confec- 
tioners'), pecans, fruit, 4s cup 
cocoa and orange juice. 

‘Blend until dough holds 
together and forms a ball. Shape 
by teaspoonsful into 1 inch balls. 
If too dry to form, add a few 
drops of orange juice. 

Then combine the remaining 
4% cup sugar and 2 tablespoons 
cocoa. 

Roll each ball in mixture. 

Makes about 4 dozen balls. 
Another beautiful addition to 
your Christmas boxes.

Snow-touring—or 
long distance 
snowmobile _ travel- 
should hit a new high 
in the Lower Penin- 
sula this winter when 
a 200-mile trail is 
competed between 
Traverse City and 
Tawas City, reports 
AAA Michigan. 

Most of the trail 
already is linked and 
travels through Lake 
City, Houghton Lake 
and West Branch. It 
will be the first lower 
Peninsula trail net- 
work when the final 
20-mile stretch near 
St. Helen is com- 
pleted this winter. 

The route should 
take six to eight 
hours to travel and 
has sufficient food, 
lodging and other 
facilities to ac- 
commodate all users. 

An existing Upper 
Peninsula trail net- 
work links St. Ignace, 
Sault St. Marie and 
Wisconsin, It travels 
through woods and 
field while skirting 
Lake Superior, with 
views of the big lake 


at several points. 
Including the two 
trans-Michigan _ net- 
works, there are 
5,000 miles of 
groomed trails 
throughout the state. 
Registration fees 
from the 160,000 


licensed snowmobiles- : 
‘more than 


in any 
other state—will raise 
$700,000 for trail 
grooming. Trail work 
is done by state 
workers, local gover- 
nments and private 
groups. 

Those funds will be 
used to maintain the 
168 sites listed in 
AAA Michigan's 
1986-87 guide to 
public snowmobile 
trails. They range 
from one mile in 
Petoskey State Park 
to 200 miles through 
the Huron and Ot- 
tawa National 
Forests in the Upper 
Peninsula.
